Despite frigid tempera¬ 
tures, roughly a dozen Ed¬ 
montonians took a frosty 
plunge yesterday after¬ 
noon, the first breaking 
through a layer of ice be¬ 
fore hitting the water. 

“It’s wonderful — it’s 
not -30 C, which is great,” 
said bathrobe-clad Realty 
Executives Polar Bear 
Dunk organizer Dave 
Schroder, standing outside 
the Royal Glenora Club

Yesterday’s event 

marked a decade of diving 
for the group, who strip 
down and dive in to raise 
funds for Edmonton’s 
Food Bank each year. Or¬ 
ganizers say they don’t 
want the city’s less fortu¬ 
nate to be forgotten in the 
wake of international dis¬ 
asters. 

“It’s great that people 
can help out elsewhere, 
and they need to do that, 


but there are people right 
here in Edmonton who 
need help as well,” 
Schroder said. 

By midday, 13 individual 
divers raised roughly 
$15,000 for the charity. 

Temperatures hovered 
around -18 C with wind 
chill, and paramedics and 
trained divers stood at the 
ready in case problems 
arose. 

“It’s not easy on a day 
like today to do this,” 
Schroder said. “But, it’s for 
a great cause, so we’ve got 
to give everyone credit.” 


Alberta’s Tory government 
is trying to steer itself out 
of turmoil after several un¬ 
popular decisions have 
shaken the foundations of 
Premier Ed Stelmach’s 
comfortable majority. 

Stelmach has two years 
before the next election, 
but his current prospects 
are grim. 

A poll released before 
Christmas put his Progres¬ 
sive Conservatives more 
than a dozen points be¬ 
hind the Wildrose Al¬ 
liance. Two government 
members recently jumped 
ship to the young, conser¬ 
vative rival and there is 
plenty of grumbling from 
within the Tory ranks. 

Stelmach began the new 
year with a cabinet shuffle 
that saw embattled Health 
Minister Ron Liepert move 
to energy and fiscal hawk 
Ted Morton moved to fi¬ 
nance, where he promptly 
declared that the “all-you- 
can-eat buffet” of spending 
is closed. 

Last week, newly ap¬ 
pointed Health Minister 
Gene Zwozdesky, who 
brings a softer touch to 
the file than Liepert had, 
halted roughly 450 hospi¬ 
tal bed closures, the 
prospects of which had 
generated passionate 
protests around the 
province. 

And more backtracking 
is in the works. 

Stelmach has set the 
stage for announcing re¬ 
ductions to energy royal¬ 
ties in a few weeks after 
the government releases a 
so-called competitiveness

review of the industry. 
Royalties have been a sore 
spot for the government 
since a decision was made 
to hike them back in 2007. 

The tense political land¬ 
scape has set the stage for 
a lively spring sitting of 
legislature that opens with 
a throne speech Feb. 4, fol¬ 
lowed by a provincial 
budget on Feb. 9. 

Stelmach is now in dam¬ 
age control mode. “It’s like 
they’ve seen the Wildrose 
iceberg and they’re trying 
to steer the Titanic before 
it’s too late,” as one Tory 
insider put it last week. 

Zwozdesky says he’s 
hopeful of a turnaround in 
the polls. 

“In terms of the optics, I 
guess people will judge 
that for themselves,” he 
says. “We’ve gotten some 
veiy difficult policy deci¬ 
sions out of the way.” 

But political analyst 
David Taras says the re¬ 
sentment among disaffect¬ 
ed Tories runs deep. 

He points to a different 
poll released before Christ¬ 
mas that put Stelmach’s 
approval rating at “the 
lowest of any premier in 
the histoiy of Alberta.”

executive of the 
province’s health-care su¬ 
perboard hasn’t made any 
positive changes to the 
system in the past several 
months — so his contract 
should be reviewed. 

The lobby group says 
Stephen Duckett makes 
about $600,000 per year, 
plus bonuses, but doesn’t 
seem to be on the right 
track when it comes to 
health care. 

The province’s new 
health minister, Gene 
Zwozdeslcy, announced 
last week that the provin¬ 
cial government was 
backing off on plans to 
close 300 acute-care beds 
in Edmonton and Calgary.

From the workers who 
carried the little wide-eyed 
bundles on a bus from the 
Canadian Embassy to the 
airport, to the Air Canada 
volunteers who gently 
stroked their bellies to help 
them sleep on the plane, 
the children were the recip¬ 
ients of a tremendous out¬ 
pouring of care — before 
they even reached their 
anxious parents. 

“When I saw that plane 
land, I was overwhelmed,” 


said Gerry Naugler, the 
proud new father of 
Dakemsia, 10, and Deulan- 
do, 4. 

“When I saw the children 
coming off, I felt so relieved 
for all the Canadian fami¬ 
lies who were reunited in 
there this morning.”

Rare murder trial begins for Canadian soldier

But while the Expo 
might be flashy, 30 kilo¬ 
metres of LRT is one heck 
of a choo-choo train to 
play with. Besides, if the 
the bid falls flat on its 
face, what happens to the 
train? 

Edmonton is a perrenial 
dallier on LRT extension: It 
took 28 years for us to see 
an extension as long as the 
two kilometres to Clare- 
view. If or when the Expo 
bid fails, it would be all 
too easy to go back to stag¬ 
nating. 

If we really want to put 
Edmonton on the prover¬ 
bial map, we should just 
go ahead and build the 30 
kilometres of LRT in the 
same six years. An Expo is 
just gravy compared to 
that.

He 
said the teacher refused to 
forgive the girl, who will 
not appeal the case. Cam¬ 
era phones are banned at 
the school. 

Al-Watan quoted the 
school headmaster 
describing the girl as

is 13. Judge al-Meihdib 
said his court will issue in¬ 
structions to local authori¬ 
ties in Jubail to carry out 
the sentence within two 
days. Jubail is located on 
the Red Sea. Its court sen¬ 
tenced the teenager with 
the harsh punishment 
Tuesday.

Italy’s top disaster official 
called the Haiti quake-re¬ 
lief effort a “pathetic” fail¬ 
ure yesterday, criticizing 
the militarized approach 
of the U.S. as ineffective 
and out of touch for the 
emergency at hand. 

Guido Bertolaso, Italy’s 
civil protection chief, said 
what was needed was a sin¬ 
gle international civilian 
co-ordinator to take charge, 
and for individual coun¬ 
tries and aid agencies to 
stop flying flags and posing 
for TV cameras and get to 
work. 

“Unfortunately there’s 
this need to make a ‘bella 
figura’ before the TV cam¬ 
eras rather than focus on 
what’s under the debris,” 
said Bertolaso, who won 
praise for his handling of 
Italy’s 2009 quake in Abruz- 
zo. In particular, he criti¬ 
cized what he called the 
well-meaning but ineffec¬ 
tive U.S.-run military opera¬ 
tion. The U.S. military has 
more than 2,000 troops on 
the ground, helping to de¬ 
liver humanitarian aid. 

U.S. officials have dis¬ 
missed such criticism, 
which has most vocally 
been levelled by leftist Lat¬ 
in American leaders. 


Castro blasts U.S. 

• Fidel Castro is questioning 
why the U.S. and other coun¬ 
tries sent soldiers to quake- 
ravaged Haiti, saying military 
presence hindered interna¬ 
tional co-operation. In a col¬ 
umn yesterday in state-con¬ 
trolled media, Castro said nei¬ 
ther the UN nor the U.S. "has 
offered an explanation to the 
people of the world.” 

The American presence 
and willingness to send in a 
floating hospital, cargo 
planes, troops and aid was 
“commendable” and ab¬ 
solutely necessary, Bertola¬ 
so told Italy’s RAI state tele¬ 
vision from Port-au-Prince. 
“Unfortunately it’s a mas¬ 
sive presence, but it’s not 
been used in the best way,” 
he said, criticizing the fact 
that American military offi¬ 
cers were running a civilian 
relief operation. 

Citing the U.S. response 
to Hurricane Katrina, he 
said the Americans “tend to 
confuse military with what 
should be an emergency in¬ 
tervention that cannot be 
given over solely to the 
armed forces. We’re miss¬ 
ing a leader, a co-ordination 
capacity that goes beyond 
military discipline.” 

“It’s completely out of 
touch with reality,” he said.

Science takes time, 
patience and stamina. In 
the middle of the Mediter¬ 
ranean, the schooner Tara 
is at the beginning of a 
three-year odyssey around 
the world: A 150,000- 
kilometre expedition to ex¬ 
plore the largely unknown 
world of the oceans. 

“Ninety per cent of the bi¬ 
ological mass of the oceans 
is made of plankton,” ex¬ 
plains Spanish marine biol¬ 
ogy researcher Silvia Aci- 
nas, scientific co-ordinator 
for Tara. 

“These organisms are re¬ 
sponsible for absorbing 50 
per cent of the C02 emis¬ 
sions on the Earth and pro¬ 
ducing 50 per cent of the 
oxygen we breathe but we 
only know one per cent of 
them: This expedition is 
about discovering the re¬ 
maining 99 per cent.” 


The uncertainty of cur¬ 
rent climate models has a 
great deal to do with this 
unknown life. As a matter 
of fact, oceans are the major 


factor influencing climate, 
working as carbon pumps 
to a greater extent than 
rainforests do. 

Every other day, the boat 
stops for a 12-hour scientific 
station. Pumping, filtering, 
sorting and labelling: The 
five researchers on board 
have a long day ahead of 
them. Over a thousand 


litres of sea water is 
pumped on board and fil¬ 
tered in the wet lab to sepa¬ 
rate the different kind of 
sea plankton — viruses, 
bacteria and protista. 

At the back of the boat, 
the oceanographic winch 
allows sea water sampling 
of up to 2,500 metres in 
depth, thanks to the special

Other scientif¬ 
ic equipment are sunk to 
measure temperature and 
salinity and study the cur¬ 
rents. 

A few hundred samples 


are carefully labelled and 
preserved either to be ana¬ 
lyzed in the onboard dry lab 
or to be sent to the research 
centres on land. Eveiy eight 
weeks a special parcel is 
sent in extremely rigorous 
conditions of temperature 
and time to get the plank¬ 
tons to destination safe and 
sound.

mint The man who buried a 
lucky loonie in the ice at the 
2002 Winter Games — a 
loonie now enshrined at the 
Hockey Hall of Fame — says 
his memory of the event 
and his Olympic spirit have 
been dampened since he 
was muscled away from the 
coin tradition he created by 
the Royal Canadian Mint. 

Canada’s men’s and 
women’s teams struck gold 
at those Games, the first 
men’s Olympic hockey gold 
for Canada in 50 years, and 
the lucky loonie became a 
part of Canadian folklore. 

Trent Evans was working 
as an icemaker during the 
Salt Lake City Olympics 
when he first noticed the 
surface that would host the 
best hockey players in the 
world was missing a mark 
for the puck drop at centre 
ice. 

Evans was advised to sim¬ 
ply paint a splotch the size 
of a loonie, but went one 
better, laying down a golden 


one-dollar coin that he him¬ 
self pulled from the ice after 
the men’s victory. 

Evans handed the coin off 
to team director Wayne 
Gretzky and proudly 
watched as it was enshrined 
at the sport’s hall of fame. 

The Edmonton sales man¬ 
ager alleges that he’s not on¬ 
ly been denied proper com¬ 
pensation for coming up 
with the coin idea, but his 
appearances at lucky loonie 
events have essentially been 
phased out and his connec¬ 
tion to the coin glossed over. 

“Big brother, if you will, 
has kind of taken over the 
story and done with it what 
they want to do with it, 
without including the per¬ 
sonal piece of the story, the 


guy,” Evans said. 

Evans, a married father of 
two, said his relationship 
with the Mint wasn’t always 
so rocky. 

Between 2002 and 2004, 
he was part of promotions 
involving the first silver edi¬ 
tion lucky loonie and was 
given credit by the Mint for 
coming up with the idea. 

But leading up to the 
2006 Games, Evans said, his 
involvement with the lucky 
loonie campaign was great¬ 
ly diminished. 

When the Mint eventual¬ 
ly offered Evans a new con¬ 
tract for his likeness that 
ran through the Vancouver 
Games, he consulted a 
lawyer. A number of 
changes were made to the 


deal, he said, but he said the 
Mint insisted it wouldn’t 
pay more than $1,000 total. 

Christine Aquino, a Mint 
spokeswoman, wouldn’t say 
if Evans will be part of any 
future lucky loonie cam¬ 
paigns or if there was a 
falling out between the two 
parties. 

The Mint plans to unveil 
its latest lucky loonie on 
Feb. 11, one day before the 
opening ceremonies in Van¬ 
couver. Ten million of the 
coins, which feature a de¬ 
sign of the stone figure 
Inulcshulc, will enter circula¬ 
tion and will be available at 
RBC branches. 

Evans said he wasn’t in it 
for the money. 

“This was never about 
Trent Evans getting rich,” 
he said. “This is more about 
Trent Evans being able to 
know that my kids’ kids will 
read the stoiy about a 
loonie for luck some day ... 
(and know) that I’m the 

guy.” THE CANADIAN PRESS

It's one of those priceless 
documents that probably 
belongs in the Smithson¬ 
ian Institute — a hand¬ 
written list on a single 
sheet of legal-size paper, 
front and back, with the 
heading “100 Essential 
Country Songs.”

“I didn’t think of it being 
the holy grail of docu¬ 
ments. I certainly didn’t 
think about that when he 
gave it to me at 18. 

“I wasn’t thinking that 
Johnny Cash gave me the 
list. I was thinking that it 
was dad who gave me the 
list. It was a personal thing, 
to give me an idea about 
who we were as musicians.” 

Cash may have looked at 
the list once or twice in the 
30 years after her father 
wrote it. She only remem¬ 
bers keeping it in a box 
with other bits and pieces 
of memorabilia. It moved 
with her from California to 
Nashville and to her pres¬ 
ent home in New York. 

A couple of years ago, 
Cash rediscovered the list 
while preparing for her 
Black Cadillac tour. It was 
time, she decided, to take 
some of the songs out of 
the box. 

The result was her new 
CD, The List. It contains 12 
songs off Johnny’s list of es¬ 
sentials — Miss the Missis¬ 


sippi and You, Motherless 
Children, Sea of Heartbreak 
(with Bruce Springsteen), 
Take These Chains from my 
Heart, I’m Movin’ On, 
Heartaches by the Number 
(with Elvis Costello), 500 
Miles, Long 
Black Veil 
(with Jeff I 
Tweedy), 

She’s Got 
You, Girl 
From the 
North Coun¬ 
try, Silver 
Wings (with 
Rufus Wain- | 
wright) and 
Buiy Me Un¬ 
der the 
Weeping 
Willow. 

For what¬ 
ever reasons, 

Cash has 
chosen to 
keep the 
identity of 
the other 88 
secret, ex¬ 
cept for a 
few slips in 
interviews. 

“It’ll be in 
my life¬ 
time,” is the 
only answer 
she gives 
when asked 
when fans 
will learn 
the rest. 

Cash has 
already start¬ 
ed work on a 
followup to 
The List, 
which would 
contain an¬ 
other dozen 
or so of her 
father’s 
choices. She 
says it’s pos¬ 
sible there 
could be a 
third List 
CD, but 
draws the 
line at that. 

So many of 
the songs 


simply don’t suit her voice, 
style or gender. 

When asked, she admits 
that her father included 
some of his own songs on 
the list, confirming I Walk 
the Line as one of them.

“My dad was very hum- 
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ble,” she says. “He only in¬

Guthrie’s This 
Land Is Your 
Land are also 
list members. 

But it’s a 
tease. She 
won’t go fur¬ 
ther. 

Cash does 
admit, howev¬ 
er, to wishing 
she had asked 
her dad to re¬ 
vise it before 
he died. 

“It is one of 
my great re¬ 
grets in life 
that I didn’t 
think to ask 
him to update 
it,” she says. 
When 

asked if any¬ 
thing released 
since 1973 
that may have 
made an 
amended list, 
she responds 
with George 
Jones’ hit He 
Stopped Lov¬ 
ing Her Today, 
written by 
Jones. 

And where 
is the list 
now? 

“It’s still in 
the box,” Cash 
laughs. 

“I haven’t 
put it under 
glass or un¬ 
der armed 
guard.”

Spoon’s rise to the top of 
the indie pack can be 
attributed to one thing — 
hard work. 

The band has become a 
Billboard charting group, 
selling nearly 50,000 copies 
in the U.S. of last disc Ga Ga 
Ga Ga Ga in its first week of 
release, the old fashioned 
way — sticking it out until 
people take notice. It’s 
something, says founding 
drummer Jim Eno, that new 
bands can’t do. 

“I really wouldn’t want 
to be a young band now,” 
he says. “It’s hard to get 
deals and labels aren’t 
spending money. How do 
you get noticed? We’ve 
been lucky enough to have 
been around.” 

The group released its 
first EP in 1994, and slowly 
built a following around 
scrappy, alternative rock. It 
took seven years, and a 
move to venerable inde¬ 
pendent label Merge 
records, until the endless 
touring began paying off. 

“We toured from 1994 to 
2001 in front of no one,” 
Eno reveals. “Then, when 
we released Girls Can Tell, 
people started coming to 
our shows and starting lik¬ 
ing our music.” 

In 2005, with the release 
of Gimmie Fiction and a 
move to smoother, cleaner 
pop, the band entered a 
new musical phase that 
continues to this day. The 
band’s latest, Transference, 
is another pop gem. It’s 
lower key than Ga Ga Ga 
Ga Ga, but has the same in¬ 
fectious hooks and pol¬ 
ished performances that’s 
marked the last couple of 
discs. 

Its more stripped down 
sound is thanks to the 
band producing the record 
themselves. Despite Eno’s 
second career producing 
other bands, it’s the first 
time Spoon has worked 
this way themselves. The 
result, says Eno, is an al¬ 
bum that’s “more us.” 

“There’s no outside in¬ 
fluences; no person who 
wants to put a stamp on 
it,” he says. “It’s how a 
Spoon record should be.”

Tarantino cast, Bridges, Bullock, Mad Men top SAG awards

Jeff Bridges of Crazy Heart 
and Sandra Bullock of The 
Blind Side claimed top act¬ 
ing honours at Saturday's 
Screen Actors Guild 
Awards, building momen¬ 
tum for possible Academy 
Awards glory for the two 
stars. 

“I love being an actor — 
pretending to be other peo¬ 
ple and getting into the 
shoes of other folks,” said 
Bridges, who plays a hard- 
luck, hard-living countiy 
singer in the drama. 

Although respected by 
his peers, Bridges has large¬ 
ly been bypassed for major 
awards. Bullock also got a 
rare chance to bask in the 
awards spotlight, winning 
for her portrayal of a tena¬ 
cious real-life mom, Leigh 
Anne Tuohy, who helped a 
youth in need, future NFL 
player Michael Oher. 

Both Bridges and Bullock 
had picked up Golden 
Globes trophies for their 
roles less than a week ago. 
Backstage, Bullock refused 
to speculate on her Oscar 
chances in March. 

“Shhhhh. Shhhh. Shh- 
hh,” she said, repeatedly, to 


a reporter asking the ques¬ 
tion. 

“I would be a hostess or a 
waitress or a house restorer 
before I ever considered 
myself an actor, because I 
never thought I was good 
enough,” Bullock added. 

In another 
repeat of the 
Golden 
Globes, 

Christoph 
Waltz was 
honoured as

Basterds, an off-kilter Sec¬ 
ond World War revenge 
saga from Quentin Taranti¬ 
no, won the award for best 
ensemble performance, a 
possible sign of the film’s 
Oscar chances 
for a best- 
movie nomi¬ 
nation and 
nod for Taran¬ 
tino. 

“It was an 
honour to be 
part of it, 
Quentin,” cast 
member Eli 
Roth said in 
accepting the 
award for the cast. 

The cast of AMC’s 1960s 
Madison Avenue saga Mad 
Men won the trophy for 
best drama series ensemble 
for the second year in a 


row, while 19 cast mem¬ 
bers of Fox TV newcomer 
Glee, about misfits in a 
high school singing club, 
accepted the award for best 
comedy series ensemble. 

Glee is on a streak: It 
claimed the best comedy 
series award at the Golden 
Globes. 

Alec Baldwin and Tina 
Fey of NBC’s 30 Rock won 
for best acting in a comedy 
series, allowing Fey to get 
in a sly joke about NBC and 
its bitter late-night battle 
with Conan O’Brien in her 
acceptance speech. 

“I just wanted to take a 
moment to say to everyone 
at NBC, we are very happy 
with eveiything, and happy 
to be there,” she said. Both 
she and Baldwin won the 
awards last year. 

Golden Globe winner 
Michael C. Hall of Show¬ 
time’s Dexter, wearing a 
cap because of treatment 
he’s receiving for 
Hodgkin’s lymphoma, won 
best actor in a drama series. 
The award for best actress
